Anna  Eberius — Dark  velvety  purple,  throat 
deeper. 

Altair  (1916.  62  days.  Rating  90) — Extra 

tall,  of  finest  salmon-saffron.  A  grand  color. 
At  the  A.  G.  S.  show,  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  this 
variety  won  the  A.  G.  S.  Trophy  for  best 
corsage  bouquet  also  Trophy  for  best  Pla¬ 
teau  Basket. 

Buckeye  (1921.  76  days.  Rating  90) — Very 

large,  massive  bloom  of  fine  rose-pink  color 
with  tint  of  old-rose  at  edge. 

Byron  L.  Smith  (1917,  76  days.  Rating  94) — 
One  of  the  very  best.  Most  refined  laven¬ 
der-pink  on  white  ground.  Exceedingly  fine 
as  a  cut  flower.  Color  equal  to  a  very 
choice  cattleya  orchid.
